The change referred to is that which j 


strikes out the provision that the office 
o( the city chamberlain must be open 
Saturday and jlonday nights for two 
hours each night during tho months 
of October and, January. The require- 
ment is understood to have originally 
been put In tho charter because tho 
former is tho month in which the 
school tax is payable, and the latter 
the city and county tax. 
There arc 


many taxpayers of the city whose bus- 
iness calls them from the city, or who 
are regularly employed during the 
hours from 9 to 22 and from 1 to 4, 
but who can now take advantage of 
the evening hours without knocking 
off from regular work. 
As altogether 


this affects only sixteen days in the 
year, and the hours are only 32, it is 
felt t>y many that as a matter of con- 
venience to taxpayers tho proposed 
change should not be made. 


If, it is contended, tho months do 


not exactly coincide with the tax col- 
lection periods, nnd amendment could 
be made so that tho open cveninps

Structure Should Be All Ready to Fill 


When Corn !• Ripe.

More silo* are built in the latter part j 


of August and the first part of Sep- j 
tember than at any other time of the, 
year, writes C. Fisher In the Farm' 
and Fireside. The desire to see bow | 
the corn crop will turn out Is largely j 
responsible for the very short time, 
that elapse* between the time silos ara 
built and the time they are 
filled.

But a serious risk Is Involved in j 


building too late in the season. Silos ' 
built of concrete or tile should always 
stand empty at least two woeks lye- 
fore filling- the first time. Tile silos 
are guaranteed only -when this timo 
elapses in order to allow the mortar 
joints to thoroughly harden. Beside?, j 
isllo masons are HO busy in the fall, 
that many farmery are obliged to wale 
their turn, and by the time the fcllo it 
finally filled the corn has lost its sue* 
cfllent properties 


"The be«t time for erecting such a 


silo." says one expert, "is just after 
corn plantlntr, thoush it i^a good plan , 
to get the material on the ground in • 
the early spring while sledding is good ( 
and when the farmer can haul the ma-1 
terlal on hard roads and at a timo j 
when he ha., most leisure." 


Monolithic concrete silos may be built 


at any season of the year, but the best 
time is spring or summer, so they will 
have ample time to harden. 


Metal silos may bo built at any time | 


of year. Stave silos are best put up In ] 
the fall, as the hot weather of sum- 
met causes the wood to "brink when 
the silo is empty. But n all cases de-1 
cide on the size of silo and make- the , 
concrete foundation for it early ha the 
( 
season, so there fill lv» no delay on 
that account.

Course* and Diihei. 


Three courses seem to have been the

Clover Paye In Rotation. 


Have you planned to seed more land ! 


to clover this spring? The crop pays by 
making the land more fertile, besides 
yielding a good hay crop. For seven- 
teen yeara at the Ohio experiment sta- 
tion corn on -unfertilized land yielded 
0.2 bushels more to the acre in a three 
year rotation of corn, wheat and clover 
than In a five year rotation of corn, 
oats, wheat, cloter acd timothy. On 
manured land in the three year rota- j 
tion during this time corn yielded S.4 
bushels more to the acre than in the 
five year rotation, even though more 
manure was applied in the latter rota- 
tion. The experiment station credits ' 
this increased yield of corn largely to | 
the clover crop because it comes once 
in three instead of once in five years.

to 300 pounds. The loss of meat by 
:hls kind of marketing is enormous. 


"When the. war started the German 


government, realizing that the country 
•was to ba blockaded by the British 
navy, but thinking the war would not 
fie a long one, ordered the immediate 
slaughter of a great proportion of Us 
food animals. The result was a tempo- 
rary plenty, but breeding stock was 
?ncroached upon, and as a result as the 
weary years went by there was ail 
sver increasing scarcity of meat. 


A crop of wheat or com can be raJs- 


•d in one season, but breeding stock on 
the farms cannot be replenished so 
rapidly, «o that if the indiscriminate 
slaughter of immature stock does not 
cease packers fear that present prices 
will in another year be considered ex- 
tremely low. 


To Open Food Bureau. 


A food production bureau to act as a. 


clearing house in the employment of 
men and women and boys and girls on 
the farms of Cook county will be open- 
ed in Chicago by the Cook County 
Truck Gardeners and Farmers' associ- 
iition in the plan to increase tbe acre- 
age of farm crops this summer along 
fhe lines suggested by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


"The farmers of Cook county have 


been dependent to a certain extent 
npon labor agencies to get farm help," 
said Mr. Geweke, "but the class of 
help obtained from this source, of 
coarse, has been the eipcrt help. What 
we will need now. if our crops are to 
be increased, are people to carry the 
crops through the weeding and har- 
vesting season. 


"We -will be able to get enough ex- 


pert farm help to plant the crops, as 
one man can plant as much as twenty 
men can harvest. But we must have 
sorre assurance that we will 'iave la- 
bor to care for the crops after they 
have been planted." 


Prefer Experienced Worker*. 


Mr. Geweke said that the Cook cotm- 


ty farmers would ask the Chicago 
ooard of education to he'p them obtain 
boys and girls from tho schools, who 
will be provided with permits. A par- 
ticular appeal will be made to tbe Po- 
lish and Bohemian sections of the 
fity for helpers. The wat :s for un- 
skilled farm labor, he said, would be 
from $1 to $2 a day during the weed- 
ing season and probably as high as $3 
a day during the harvest season. 


Those who have had eome farm ex- 


perience will be given preference la 
smployment. 


James A. Fatten has volunteered to 


help buy two carloads of seed potatoes 
provided others will Join with him in 
tho project. 


The city authorities have under con- 


sideration a plan to place the vagrants 
of tho city and the inmates of the 
Bridewell and other penal institutions 
not otherwise employed on a tract of 
land of more than 1,000 acres In ex- 
tent near the Bridewell and raise there 
vegetables and other farm products. 
The plan has the sanction of tbe clr- 
cnlt judges and others interested. 
Th«3c "gardeners" would be under di- 
rect supervision of guards and com- 
piled to work.

RtJIT ROLLS. —Two cupfuls of 


flour, two tca&pooufr's of baking 
powder, one-half i«;n.poonful of 


salt, two tablespoonfuls of liutter, two- 
thirds of a cupful of milk, one-third of 
a cupful of stoned raisins, chopped 
flue; two tablespoonfuls of citron, 
chopped fine; two tablcspoonfuls of 
sugar, one-third of a spooulul of cinna- 
mon.

"When our machines were attacking 


Cambrel I attacked a hostile aviator at 
a height of about 7,000 feet. I saw 
that I had hit bis engine as we closed 
and half looped to one side of him. 
Then he dived, with a Jong trail of blue 
smoke. I dived after him to about 
4,000 feet and fired fifty rounds into 
him, when he went down absolutely 
out of control. I watched him spin- 
ning down a thousand feet, bis trail of 
•moke increasing. 


Attacked by Thra*. 


"I was Immediately attacked bythrec 


<nemy machines, which drove me down 
to a height of only 200 feet. We were 
firing on one another whenever possi- 
ble. 
When at last I got Into a good 


position I attacked one of them from 
above, having another on my right. I 
closed on the latter, turning In on him 
'•o close that I could actually get a 
•lEht on the pilot's head. I saw one of 
my ballets strike his head, and the ma- 
chine then simply heeled over and fell 
to the ground. 
The other two ma- 


chines cleared off. 


"Having lost sight of the other ma- 


chines, I decided to fly home very low, 
about 200 feet. 
A troop of German 


cavalry going east along a small road 
baited and tired at me. and also several 
machine guns opened (ire on me. 


"After going west for about five min- 


utes I was again attacked by an enemy 
•Ingle seater. As we approached I 
rocked my machine until he was with- 
in fifty yards. Then I side looped over 


and firod a short burst at him. He

These operations were re 
eated several times with slight varlq. 
tons In the way I looped over him un- 
11 Within about five minutes of the 
line of crossing the line (flying against 
) strong wind), when be wus about 150 
Vid» behind, I looped over him. 


Hit, Pilot In Back. 


"Coming out of the loop, I fired a 


Ions burst and saw where I hli 


the pilot la tee back just over the edge 
of the cockpit. He Immediately dived 
straight to the ground. 


"I then went over German trenches 


filled with soldiers. I was flred on by 
machine guns, rifles and small field 
guns. There was a lot of artillery firing 
going on/and many of our shells were 
bursting about the German trenches 
somewhere In the vicinity of the Cam- 
brai road. I saw many small compa- 
nies of Infantry and cavalry going east 
along the small roads, but noted no 
convoys or movements of artillery. 


"I landed at the first aerodrome I 


saw, for iny machine was badly shot 
about." 


Durinp the battle, besides the daily 


job of observation of the enemy's gu::s j 
and positions, airmen continually fly 
far into the enemy's country. In the 
last few days alone they have dropped 
twenty-seven tons of explosives on en- 
emy stations, depots and stores and po- 
sitions of all kinds. They have gone 
down close to earth and sprayed the 
German trenches and roads with ma- 
chine guns.
